The undersigned members of the Committee on Delegates of this Associ- 
ation have the honor to invite the Institution which you represent to send 
one or more delegates to the meeting of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science which will be held, under the auspices of the State 
University; at Columbus,-Ohioy December e7th, «191l5, Vordanusry ist, Vl9i6. 

Last year a large number of delegates, in response to a similar invi- 
tation, attended the meeting held at the University of Pennsylvania. 

To-day many of the conditions which exist throughout the civilized 
world emphasize the increased importance of co-ordinating the activities of 
scientific societies and of fostering that spirit of co-operative endeavor 
which is expressed in the following resolutions adopted by the Council of 
the Association A 

RESOLVED: That the Council of the American Association for the Advance- 


ment of Science requests the educational institutions, government bu- 
reaus, and other agencies engaged in scientific research to send one or 


more delegates to the annual convocation week meetings of the Associa- 
tion and its affiliated societies, and that when possible the traveling 
expenses of the delegates be paid by the institutions which they repre- 
sent. 
Several institutions in this country have already adopted the custom 
which is general in Europe of paying the expenses of the delegates. The 


benefits to the institutions appointing delegates to attend the various 


meetings held during this convocation week, which ha s assumed the import- 


ance of a national congress, have already been clearly demonstrated. The 
members of the committee express the hope that the contents of this letter 
will receive your earnest consideration and that you will take an active 
interest in sending representatives to attend the meetings to be held in 
Columbus.
